Dear Mr. Stacey: 

Thank you for your email regarding Mr. Stopha's Compass Piece in the June 14 131 
Anchorage Daily News. I appreciate you taking the time to write to me with your 
concerns. As you know, I do not support saddling any industry or individual with 
unnecessary government regulation. I will do my best to balance the state's need to 
protect human health and promote fish quality with the practical needs of fishermen 
and fish processors. 111 explain. 

DEC has the statutory obligation to ensure that seafood processed in Alaska is safe 
for consumers to eat. With the recent reporting of contamination in seafood from 
other parts of world, it is all the more important we maintain the good reputation of 
Alaska seafood. There is a significant risk that Alaska salmon that is not properly 
processed will lead to health problems. A single episode like this could not only harm 
the consumer who eats tainted fish, but also substantially affect the reputation of the 
Alaska seafood industry. 

DEC food safety and sanitation regulations allow limited processing of salmon (gilling 
and gutting) on board fishing vessels. Although this practice creates some risks, 
including less opportunity for oversight, it is allowed to accommodate fishermen who 
are too far from processing plants to transfer their fish before they begin to 
decompose. 

I informed Mr. Stopha in several letters sent to him before publication of his Compass 
Piece that DEC will be inviting input from the public this fail on whether the onboard 
processing regulation Mr. Stopha is concerned about should be revised. We chose to 
hold public meetings in the fail because we anticipate this will allow more 
stakeholders to participate. My staff and I have also informed Mr. Stopha that we are 
ready to work with him if he wishes to apply for a small vessel processor permit 
under DEC's current regulations - which does not need to cost as much as he states 
in his Compass Piece. 

I know our fishing industry supports efforts to protect the reputation of Alaska 
seafood. I look forward to working with all stakeholders this fail and reaching a 
consensus on how we can both protect seafood quality and accommodate practical 
needs of our fishermen and processors.
